Many a breeder of 
range cattle has been happily surprised at 
the improvement evidenced by each suc- 
ceeding cross. It takes but a few short 
years to transform a herd of many colors 
and types into a nice uniform herd of breed- 
ing cows that will be all black and most 


attractive. The ideal system in making 
such a change is by selecting a few of the 
very best heifers each year to be retained in 
the breeding herd. Use bulls of quality and 
the results will be more marked.

Welty’s Fat Colorado Bullocks Win Over All 


It was Thursday evening, lowa was quietly sleeping beneath 
her snowy blanket when we met Prof. H. H. Kildee at the Chicago 
& Northwestern station, at Ames, Iowa, headed for the west. He 
had been assigned the pleasant duty of placing the judging teams 
at the National Western Fat Stock Show which was to open at 
Denver Stock Yards early Saturday morning, January 12th. Not 
wishing to make the trip alone the professor had suggested that we 
should go early too for fear that we might miss something. So we 
climbed into the train, removed our high tops and packed them 
carefully away until we should return to good old Iowa. The new 
management of the National 
Western had ordered weather 


against us as if inviting closer acquaintance. One bullock even 
tried to make use of Roy’s big red bandana handkerchief. They 
were fine animals, well fitted and when one stopped to consider 
that the load had been selected from a group of twenty-five head 
to start with, from which five head of the heaviest were sent to 
market several weeks prior and that the five youngest animals 
regardless of quality had been discarded since arriving at Denver, 
it would seem that Mr. Welty is certainly growing the right kind of 
cattle. Surely Dan would need to have something pretty classy to 
defeat this bunch. Yet there was that suspense, for Dan’s cattle 
had not yet arrived. Finally 
they came. They were beau- 


that would appeal to the vast 
crowds expected throughout 
the week, and the order was 
filled to a “T”. Sunshine, 
fresh air, happy faces, moun- 
tains, old friends and new— 
what a delightful week. Nat- 
urally enough the discussion 
as the train neared Denver 
shifted to the stock yards— 
always they seem myster- 
ious, until at least the once 
over from the high board 
walk has been given the 
pens. What would the trip 
along these planks reveal 
this time? Who would be 
there to defend the Black 
bullocks? Loads that had 
been expected to go to Den- 
ver had earlier in the season 
found their way to the block.

pass for Bonnie Blacks in the dark, because he likes them cut after 
the same pattern. Such a load of smoothly polled youngsters would 
be hard to beat, perhaps impossible. 

Up the steps to the walk, there was just one black spot in that 
great sea of Whitefaces, Reds, Whites and Roans, and it was down 
next the alley. Across the alley was a pen of nice smooth Short- 
horns, next to them an empty lot. It was all bedded down and folks 
were hanging around as if waiting to see what really was going 
to happen when the heavy gate swung open to receive its portion 
of the big show. Down the steps to the alley seemed but a few 
jumps. The fence around the pen of Biacks was lined with men, 
some places so many jammed in that one could scarcely get a 
glimpse of the cattle. There was a familiar figure working the 
brush along the tops of the big black bullocks. Finding an opening 
a couple of inquisitive “outsiders” clambered over into the pen. So 
these were Roy Welty’s bullocks, raised, fed and finished in the 
Colorado mountain pastures and feedlot on the Welty ranch about 
forty-five miles up the range from Denver. These mountain grown

tiful things, presented with- 
out a single flaw in prepara- 
tion. Beautiful heads, clip- 
ped true Aberdeen-Angus 
style, and yet they carried 
the traditional Whiteface 
coats. The Casement cattle 
perhaps were not quite so 
good as last year. At any 
rate they could not withstand 
the onslaught from the 
weightier Blacks. When Tom 
Cross of Chicago had finish- 
ed his work as judge for the 
fat carlots the purple ribbon 
denoting the grand cham- 
pionship load over all breeds 
was hanging on Roy Welty’s 
pen of Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle. Dan said Tom was right, 
so that left no room for ar- 
gument. 

The Doddie bullocks at- 
tracted worlds of attention 
and admiration. No load of 
cattle has ever accomplished 
more in the way of breed 
promotion than these bul- 
locks and they were 100 per cent Colorado products. The buying 
interests appreciated them at the sale. Blayney-Murphy Company 
of Denver kept an eye on this load as did many others who antici- 
pated bidding on them. But the Blayney firm was not to be out- 
done, they remained in the bidding until a price of $27.00 per hun- 
dredweight had been reached and the runnerup had retired. This 
price so far as the Journal has been able to learn is the highest 
ever paid for a grand champion load of bullocks at the Denver Na- 
tional Western Show. 

Individually these animals were very uniform in size and 
we'ght. They were of the lowset, easy feeding kind, with beautiful 
heads, straight wide backs, well rounded ribs that were covered 
away down the sides, full, deep quarters, smooth shoulders, strong 
hearts, straight underline and straight legs set well apart. They 
carried splendid coats of hair and were pleasing to the touch. Just 
fat enough to be exceptionally good anywhere one might lay a 
hand. The high priced cuts were marvelously developed. In fact 
it proved a rather marvelous demonstration of what a breeder can 
do with pure bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle grown under ordinary

Denver Has Fine Aberdeen- Angus Show 


Denver did herself proud this year in so far as the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed is concerned. ‘‘Boss” Raymond Housted dropped a 
word at Chicago indicating that arrangements had been completed 
whereby the Aberdeen-Angus breed would for the first time be al- 
lotted sufficient space to entertain the whole list of entries in one 
place, just what he had in mind was not disclosed. However when 
the cattle arrived the exhibitors soon discovered that the whole 
second fioor of the big brick building just north of the coliseum 
had been assigned for the Doddies. This made a fine place to house 


the cattle. 1t was right next to the entrance to the show ring. 
There was plenty of 
yoom and nice wide 


section where the same owners contended with identical results. 
Mr. Hollinger was the runnerup in three other cow classes. Ed. 
Davis secured the blue in one class and the Lucores took it in an- 
other. In the groupings Hollinger placed second and Lucores plac- 
ed third all the way through. 

This is the first time in recent years that the Aberdeen-Angus 
have been accorded such favorable quarters and the management 
may rest assured that the accomodations were duly appreciated 
not alone by the exhibitors but by the visitors as well. There was 
a constant stream of visitors in the Aberdeen-Angus barns. They 

did not hurry away, they 
loitered and looked the 


isles for the visitors 
Pao About 125 head of 
Aberdeen - Angus were 
on display and there is 
room for perhaps fifty 
more. The management 
would like to see this 
Doddie barn filled to the 
brim for 1930 and so 
would the Journal. 

One of the most en- 
couraging things about 
the show this year was 
the marked improvement 
in condition of the cattle 
shown by the Colorado 
boys themselves. There 
is no reason why some 
of these lads should not 
within a very few years

uals. The inspections us- 
ually were accompanied 
with a bombardment of 
questions about the 
breed. The boys were 
free to tell folks about 
the good points of their 
cattle and so the breed 
made many more friends 
at Denver this year than 
at any time before. 
When folks come 
along and sit down on 
the bales of feed and 
discuss the merits of 
ones cattle it is most en- 
couraging and that is 
just what happened. It 
was indeed surprising to 
learn the number of men 
who have within the last 
year or two_ installed 
Aberdeen-Angus _ breed- 


er established show 
herds that have been 
making the big shows. 
They have plenty good 
cattle with which to turn 
the trick. Albert Kniese, of Harrisburg; R. R. Lucore & Sons, of 
Arriba; Hugh McPeak, of Otis and Dr. W. B. Lutes, of Merino, 
constitute the list of Colorado exhibitors and Ludwig Dietz of Colo- 
rado also had out a good string of fat bullocks. Miles J. Puckett, 
of Indianola and Ed. Davis, Jr., of Bartley, came over from Ne- 
braska, with a fine string of cattle. These lads are not very old 
in the show game, but they are keen and well on the road to suc- 
cess in this line. Each had a few outstanding animals. Wm. 
Ljungdahl & Sons, of Manhattan and Jas. B. Hollinger, of Chap- 
man, Kansas, represented the Sunflower state not alone in the 
breeding classes but in the steer sections as well. They taking 
away the grand champion 4-H club steer honor and the single steer 
honor over all breeds, respectively. Mr. Hollinger also captured 
the junior championship for bulls with Revolution 41st 415473, a 
very choice son of Blackcap Revolution, the 1923 International 
grand champion bull. His good young bull, Blackbird Eryx 415132 
also captured the blue ribbon in his class. Messrs. Lucore and Davis 
each succeeded in taking a blue in the younger bull divisions. 

The Harrison & Ryan herd of Harlan, lowa, was present too. 
To this very strong group fell the first three bull classes, Escort 
Marshall 389351, an own son of Earl Marshall, and winner of sen- 
ior and championship at the Denver show last year came back in 
fine shape and easily earned the same honor here this year. This 
bull with his wonderfully strong back, deep body, and abundance 
of quality has a great long string of grand championships to his 
credit. The two and three bull groups also went to this firm. 

There were a lot of mighty good cows in the strings that led 
out before Judge H. H. Kildee, of Iowa State College, Ames, Iowa. 
The Iowa firm succeeded in winning the blue right down the line 
as well as the junior, senior and grand championship for females. 
All the groups went to them also. 

It was not a slow battle between the two top aged cows for 
Hollinger’s cow Eileen of Wheatland did her work very nicely. She 
was of excellent type and in most acceptable condition. She made a 
very close second. The same might be said in the two year old

herds. Invariably they 
have been well pleased 
with results of this first 
cross. For example there was a load of heifers in the yards that 
were a first cross between red Durham cows and Aberdeen-Angus 
bulls. The heifers were all black and carried nicely polled heads, 
there was no indication of other than Aberdeen-Angus blood except 
the upstanding type derived from the cows. And these the owner 
said were much lower set than their dams. This man has decided 
to retain a few of-the very best specimens each year for replace- 
ment, thus he will very quickly develop a low set lot of breeding 
cows, all black and without horns. This was the only concrete ex- 
ample brought to our attention, however many another man told 
a similar story. 

The show ring was crowded about the Doddie end of the arena 
and the galleries in that section were equally as well filled as at 
any other place along the show lines. Indicating a much increased 
interest in Aberdeen-Angus cattle, one that will mean a rapid 
changing of the color scheme at the Denver National Western 
Show in the years just ahead. The casual observer might easily 
gain the impression that there were nothing but Whitefaced cattle 
in that Western country, others would insist that the Shorthorns 
had a goodly representation. The fact of the matter is that the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed has not yet gained a foot hold because of 
its newness on the American continent. There has been so much 
skepticism concerning the value of the Doddies as general all pur- 
pose beef makers that they have not advanced into new territory 
as rapidly as they might have under more inviting conditions. 

Breeders in Colorado are finding very little difficulty in dis- 
penne of their good breeding bulls, as they as a rule find plenty of 

omes where the bulls are used in grading up scrubs and grades 
of other types. One man said “I use Aberdeen-Angus bulls be- 
cause they improve the quality of the first cross materially as to 
make it financially worth while, and then too” he said “this busi- 
ness of dehorning is damnably painful to the animals. The same 
thing veing accomplished without pain and naturally by the use 
of pure bred Aberdeen-Angus bulls.”

COWMEN MAKE COMPARISONS; 
DODDIES HOLD THEIR OWN. 

A little experience that happened a little over a year ago has 
just come to light and will of course be of interest to men who are 
growing cattle in the open places for market purposes. This inci- 
dent occurred out in Oregon where cattle are held to amore ma- 
ture age than most of them that go the feed bunk route in the corn 
belt. Mr. D. E. Alexander of Klamath Falls had sold a bunch of 
two year old grade Aberdeen-Angus steers off the grass the last 
of September that weighed at the time of shipping an average of 
1200 pounds. At the same time a neighbor who handles a good 
class of Shorthorns was shipping out a consignment of four year 
olds grown under the same conditions and weighing 1600 pounds. 
The Shorthorn man was well pleased with what his cattle had done 
and so was the Aberdeen-Angus man. And, yet there arises the 
question as to whether four hundred extra pounds was a sufficient 
margin for the two years extra keep. The Aberdeen-Angus man 
of course argues for the earlier maturing Doddie and a one-half 
time turn over. This is just one little thing that commercial grow- 
ers might well consider when laying plans for the purchase of bulls 
for another year. Remember please that the Aberdeen-Angus were 
not pure breds, they were grades, such as any breeder may acquire 
in a very few years without changing his cow herd, merely through 
the use of good Aberdeen-Angus bulls and then retaining the good 
grade heifers for replacement. This is an easy process, one that 
will work itself out quickly and with comparatively little expense. 
Think these things over. After all its the margin in the business 
that makes it luring is it not?

PERSISTENT AND CONSISTENT 
ADVERTISING IS NECESSARY. 

Every well regulated business these days has its publicity bud- 
get—just as necessary as it is to have a place to operate or some- 
thing with which to operate. John C. Mills of Kirksville, Missouri 
ran an advertisement. offering his surplus heifers, one issue did 
not do the business, but continuously telling folks found a buyer. 
Harrison & Harrison of Indianola, Nebraska, wanted to disperse 
their herd, they adopted a regular procedure of using space every 
issue—they began to sell cattle and kept at it until the herd was 
reduced to about 170 head, and along came a buyer for the entire 
remainder of the herd. Spasmodic advertising is worth something 
to be sure and it may hit the nail on the head, occasionally, but the 
breeder who constantly tells folks what he has to sell is the chap 
who is usually sold out. Some fellows sit around and complain 
because the man who wants a bull does not come and find him. 
Why, bless your heart how does he know where you are, or if you 
have an extra bull at all Just today comes a letter asking for a 
good lowset, thick bull from three to six years old to be used in 
making better steers. I don’t know where to find him. No one 
has even told me. Shall I tell the gentleman that Aberdeen-Angus 
bulls don’t live that long. Or, would it be better to tell him to try 
and find one? Looks like breeders might well afford to keep Jour- 
nal readers posted.

PERHAPS THIS MAY GIVE A LITTLE 
LIGHT ON A RATHER PERPLEXING SUBJECT. 

Coming out from Denver the other day a prominent pure bred 
cattle breeder of the West who also handles large numbers of com- 
mercial cattle through his pastures and feedlots raised a rather 
important question. “Why is it” he asked “that there are so few 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle in the feeder section at the Denver show? 
It seems to me that with the progress the breed is making there 
should be many times more pens filled with these Black babies, and 
of good quality.” That is putting it pretty straight and pretty 
hard too. Just at this juncture those who do not favor the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed proceed to make capital of a situation in which they 
would be delighted to find themselves. 

The fact of the matter is simply this. Aberdeen-Angus feeder 
calves are sought after from every section of the feeding area of 
the United States. The calves are purchased from the producers 
early in the season. It is not at all unusual for an Aberdeen-An- 
gus breeder to contract his season’s crop sometimes even before the 
cows have been bred. On the other hand a whole lot of the breed- 
ers who are so situated make a practice of feeding out all their 
own calves. Thus it will be easily explained in this way. The pro-

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Beef Interests Meet 


; Over Two Hundred az First Big Parley 


Over 200 men gathered at the Brown Palace hotel in Denver on 

Tuesday evening, January 15th, in response to the general call sent 
out for such a meeting. Representatives of all phases of the meat 
industry, especially as it applies to beef and beef cattle were there. 
Among them packers, commission men, producers, breeders, feed- 
ers, government representatives, publicity men and others, were 
present from all parts of the United States. 
The meeting had been called at the instigation of the three 
major beef breed associations. Immediately upon calling to order 
Mr. Oakleigh Thorne, of Millbrook, New York, chairman of the 
better beef association and president of the American Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders’ Association was made chairman and asked to pre- 
sent his case. Secretary R. J. Kinzer of the American Hereford 
Breeders’ Association acted in the capacity of secretary for the 
meeting. Mr. Thorne briefly outlined the general thought in mind 
and asked a number of representative men present to express their 
views. This is what Mr. Thorne had to say in the outset: 

“This meeting was called by the representatives of the three 
pure bred beef cattle associations for the purpose of endeaving to 
coordinate the various branches of the beef industry, believing that 
by such coordination we could 


yond the realm of possibility that a united front for the entire live 
stock and meat industry may be the outcome. 

“It is obviously impossible in a meeting of this nature to dis- 
cuss in detail these problems, as we would not have the time. It 
is to be expected that each class represented would have some min- 
or differences of opinion, which it would be impossible to iron out 
this evening. However, all should be agreed on our main thesis, 
that of protecting the beef cattle industry and preserving the 
American market for the American producer—and the tariff is the 
key to this problem. Furthermore, recommendations are daily be- 
ing sent to the Tariff Commission from a large number of farm 
organizations. Some of these recommendations are considered 
only from the viewpoint of branches of agriculture other than beef 
cattle. With many differences of opinion possible, I believe it is 
best for this meeting to work toward the appointment of a commit- 
tee which can investigate all phases of the question of cattle and 
beef tariffs, secure the advice of the best tariff experts and be pre- 
pared to meet the political exigencies as they may exist when the 
subject comes up in Washington. 

“Somewhat later, I am going to call on a number of represen- 
tatives from each of the var- 
ious branches of the industry 


get the necessary public and - 
political consideration to 
which our industry is enti- 
tled. Accordingly, written 
and oral invitations were ex- 
tended to representatives of 
all branches of the industry, 
from commercial breeder to 
packer, also to representa- 
tives of the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture and the De- 
partment of Commerce, and 
I am delighted to see so 
many of you present. it is 
not the purpose of this meet- 
ing to interfere directly or 
indirectly with the functions 
of any organization now in 
existence. 

“We were led to believe 
last November and still be- 


present and I hope that each 
speaker will confine his ideas 
to the general question rath- 
er than to introduce ar- 
gumentative statements on 
some particular phase of the 
tariff problem. 

“The advantages of co- 
ordination of an entire indus- 
try must be admitted. Con- 
sider, for a moment, the ex- 
perience of the automotive 
industry in effecting a ma- 
jor change from open to clos- 
ed cars. This adjustment was 
made without loss, whereas 
in our industry when a 
change was made by the con- 
suming public from heavy 
beef to light beef, it cost the 


lieve that an honest endeav- 
or is going to be made by 
our national government to 
help agriculture. There are 
so many branches in agriculture that it must be apparent that no 
one group can properly represent them all, when called upon, to 
state definitely what they believe the government should do. As 
representatives of the beef cattle branch of the industry we cer- 
tainly do not assume to know what the corn, wheat, cotton, fruit 
or dairy farmers’ problems are, nor do we want them to state ours. 

“We have every reason to believe that if we present in con- 
crete form our convictions as to what we justly should have, we 
will get what we ask for; and if we fail to make proper represen- 
tation we are certain to receive little or nothing and would be en- 
titled to no other consideration. 

“The beef cattle industry is a big branch of agriculture, spread 
all over this country, but for the puiposes of coordination we have 
divided it into five classes. First, the range producer; second, the 
feeders; third, the pure bred live stock men; fourth, the live stock 
exchanges and market men; and lastly, but by no means least, the 
packers; and it was with the idea of endeavoring to coordinate 
these various branches that this meeting was called. 

_ “It is not the purpose of this meeting to consider in detail tar- 
iff schedules. After discussing the subject with prominent gentle- 
men in each class previously mentioned, I believe the unanimous 
opinion is that we should have a tariff which would endure, that 
the American producer would have the American market for beef 
and cattle. He now has temporary protection because of an em- 
bargo placed upon South American cattle and beef by the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture on account of foot-and-mouth disease, 
yet his protection would be impaired the moment that the embargo 
should be removed. The hog men and the sheep men are making 
similar efforts for the protection of their market and it is not be-

the sales ends been as close as in the automobile business. 

“Moreover, the flow of our product to the consumer is sub- 
jected to an artificial restraint. Some of the packers marketing 
our beef are prohibited from selling it directly to the consumer. 
While I do not mean to say that at the present time it would be 
advantageous, I do say that restrictions of this kind are put upon 
us and not upon other industries, and that the producers should 
unite in seeking the removal of this potential barrier to the most 
effective merchandising of our product. 

“One of the specific advantages of coordinating the industry 
would be that the producers would be kept more closely advised, 
not only of the general demand for beef, but also as to the quality 
and weight of beef that was in demand. There is a fear on the part 
of some gentlemen that with the increase in population there may 
be in the immediate future a serious shortage of beef. If this oc- 
curs it would naturally increase the price to such a point that it 
might restrict consumption and increase the pressure for a reduc- 
tion in tariff. Also it might possibly cause agitation to lift the 
embargo in order to admit sufficient beef to meet the demand. It 
is naturally up to the producers to raise sufficient cattle to meet 
the needs of the public, and we must be kept informed of what 
that requirement is, or we are bound to run either way over or un- 
der. With the proper relationship existing between the production 
end and the selling end, this adjustment of supply to demand can 
be accomplished. I hope that before this meeting is closed we may 
consider some form of action further to coordinate our industry.”

pure breds or grades, is not compelled to 
enter the big markets with his surplus of 
feeder calves. For in fact he can not keep 
his calves long enough to get them ready 
for these markets. 


This same producer finds himself occu- 
pying this happy position. The buyer seeks 
his cattle, thus it is unnecessary for him 
to seek the buyer. Of course the Journal 
would like to see a good showing of feeder 
calves of excellent quality reserved each 
year for the big shows. The extra prices 
attained will as a rule well repay the effort 
expended to boost the breed through this 
avenue. 


Assertions without foundation are idle 
talk and fall flat usually. It is proposed to 
substantiate the above solution to this prob- 
lem by quoting a paragraph from a letter 
just arriving from Mr. Sam McGooden, of 
Wauneta, Nebraska, a short distance from 
Imperial in Chase county.

Mary K. Keenan & Sons, Bridgeport, Ne- 
braska, had a load of Aberdeen-Angus 
calves that averaged 555.6 pounds and sold 


Mrs. Keenan and her sons 
(Sidney accompanied these calves to Den- 
ver) are to be congratulated upon the fine 
lot of cattle they are growing. This is their 
first trip to the show yards at Denver or 
anywhere else so far as the Journal knows 
and it is safe to say that their calves will 
be stronger competitors next year. 

F. C. Paige & Son, of Buttes, Colorado, 
also sold a load of mixed calves weighing 
492 pounds at $12.50, which was 29 cents 
above the average of the whole sale. The 
same firm sold another load of 353 pound 
calves at $13.25, or $1.04 above the aver- 
age. So the few Aberdeen-Angus that were 
present surely held up their end of the sell- 
ing price in a satisfactory manner. 


DENVER SALE 


Snappy Auétion at National Western 


One of the snappiest little auctions in 
some time took place in the coliseum arena 
at Denver on Wednesday morning, January 
16th, just before the noon hour, when twen- 
ty-one head of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in 
moderate flesh passed under the hammer in 
about one hour’s time at the satisfactory 
average of $230.71 per head. This is $53.00 
above last year’s average, or an increase of 
nearly 30 per cent in valuations. Another 
year and better cattle will show just as big 
a gain. 

There were no sensational prices. Col. 
Kraschel, of Harlan, lowa, worked fast for 
the bidders kept him pretty busy. Last year 
Ed. Davis, Jr., of Bartly, Nebraska, topped 
the sale when he secured the young bull 
Barbarize a double bred Earl Marshal! bull 
offered by Harrison & Ryan at $270.00. This 
year this same young chap appeared at the 
top of the list but in a different role, for it 
was his sweet little heifer May’s Peg that 
completely took the eye of the ringside and 
went into the bidding in real old time auc- 
tion fashion. The bids were small but they 


came fast and from several quarters. In 


the end it was a race between Frank Kistler 
of the Diamond K Ranch at Littleton and 
D. E. Alexander of Klamath Falls, Oregon. 
Neither seemed willing to let the very 
promising show prospect go to the other. 
Mr. Alexander finally secured her at even 
$700.00, the top of the sale. It was money 
well spent for she was just about as fine a 
piece of beef as has recently gone through 
an auction ring. 

The Diamond K seemed to need a few good 
bulls so Mr. Kistler selected at the top bull 
price of $385.00 the October yearling, Black- 
cap Marshall 11th by the International 
grand champion Black Marshall 11th. Enoch 
Revolution a son of the International grand 
champion Revolution 7th went to the same 
home at $320.00. Both these bull calves 
came from the Harrison & Ryan consign- 
ment. 

Frank E. Collard, of Garo, Colorado, took 
the second high bull at $370.00. This was 
Blackbird Speculator, a June yearling sired 
by Everdee 2d and sold by Dr. W. B. Lutes. 


Colorado took most of the offering. Ore- 
gon was second and Nebraska received one. 
It seemed that there were a lot more bull 
bidders than those who secured bulls. We 
noticed quite a number of men on the seats 
who had attended the sale a year ago. They 
were bidding this time too. But they had 
selected the better bulls and the price 
mounted just a little too high, so they 
thought. Yet there is no other breed of 
bulls that can be purchased at so low a fig- 
ure, whose calves will outsell the calves pro- 
duced by the Aberdeen-Angus bulls. Just 
how much one can afford to pay for one 
of these good beef making machines is dis- 
closed only when one checks up on the calf 
crop following his service and the increas- 
ed valuation of that crop as compared with 
a similar crop in numbers from some other 
bull. These Black bulls are worth much 
more than they are costing.

Balanced Meals. 


The average farm housewife really pays 
too little attention to a balanced diet for 
her family. Boys and girls in 4-H club 
work soon learn the value of a balanced ra- 
tion in the fitting of their animals. We 
have learned too that the growth and pro- 
duction of our flocks depend upon the way 
in which they are fed, but we are inclined 
to feed our families much more by guess 
work than we feed our herds and flocks.

Diamond K Ranch Secures 137 Head 


uncement, says the Chehalis, Wash- 
sae Advocate, has been made by J. A. 
Scollard of the sale of 137 head of his 
Aberdeen-Angus herd, which has been re- 
cognized as one of the leading herds of the 
west, to the Diamond K ranch, near Denver. 
The list of cattle sold included eleven of 
the 1928 Broadmead farm show herd; about 
sixty mature cows, and about forty heifers 
of six months and over; the balance being 
made up of young bulls and calves. One 
aged bull was also included in the sale. J. 
S. Raymond, manager of the Diamond K 
ranch, spent a week or more here negotiat- 
ing the purchase and remained until the six 
cars required for the shipment were loaded. 
T. Heden, for more than six years the 
herdsman at Broadmead farm, accompanied 

cattle. 

Nhe Diamond K ranch, located near Den- 
ver is owned by Frank E. Kistler, a million- 
aire ofl man, who specializes in pure bred 
Holsteins, milking Shorthorns and Aber- 
deen-Angus. It is one of the famous ranches 
of the old west that has been completely 
modernized. It has 28,000 acres under 
fence, with approximately fifty miles of 
cross fence. At present the pure bred 
Aberdeen-Angus herd on the Diamond K 
numbers about 800 head and the program 
of the management is to increase this num- 
ber to 2000. 

Mr. Scollard reserved thirty females and 
two herd sires of proven value. Among the 
females are some of the finest producing 
cows. Mothers of the best show animals 
exhibited during the past few years. Myr. 
Scollard will probably use this foundation 
for the development of a new herd at Broad- 
mead farm. 

Since 1919 the Scollard herd of Aberdeen- 
Angus have been seen at practically all the 
large live stock exhibitions of the northwest 
and frequently invaded western Canada and 
California to compete with the finest herds 
in the United States, winning many hun- 
dreds of blue ribbons and dozens of cham- 
pionships, bringing fame to Chehalis and 
Lewis county as a breeding center of high 
quality cattle. 

Sales of Aberdeen-Angus cattle from 
Broadmead farm have been made in almost 
every western state and also in the Ha- 
waiian Islands. Broadmead Prince, a bull 
included in one of the shipments to Hono- 
lulu, was grand champion for three succes- 
sive years at territorial expositions in the 
islands. The Scollard herd has been tuber- 
culosis free and federal accredited, since 
1920. 


During the last two or three years Mr. 
Scollard has recorded so many cattle from 
his Broadmead farm herd that his name 
has tood fifth or sixth for greatest numbers 
registered in the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders Association herd books.

He alg 
mentioned the breeders, Willian 
Crownover, Grant Good an 
Omer Singmaster. This brought 
up Charles Singmaster. “There” 
he said, “was a man I used to 
listen to for hours when I was 
young. He fed it to you every 
time he opened his mouth and 
seemed to pick it up right from 
the earth and as we talked, | 
felt that I was gathering infor. 
mation picked up from the earth 
—sound, strong, virgin thoughts, 
from a man who has lived, 
worked and built. Yes, built 
greater than he knew, beyond 
his plans.” As I caught these 
things I was satisfied so I drift- 
ed back to his boyhood and why 
he chose Shire horses. 

F. A. Huddilestun was born in 
DeWitt County, Illinois, sixty- 
six years ago. He started his 
career with a salary of $16.75 
per month.

By deducting the cost 
of harvesting and the charge of $20.75 from 
the value of the crop, it is evident that Rob- 
ert made a substantial profit on his soil 
building demonstration.

Annual Banquet 


Mountain States Breeders Compare Notes 


nt to call of the president members 
of the Mountain States Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association, together with a num- 
ber of friends and supporters of the breed 
assembled in annual session at the Adams 
hotel on Wednesday evening, January 16th, 
to enjoy a dinner-meeting and an inter- 
changing of ideas for the betterment and 
promotion of the Aberdeen-Angus breed in 
that particular section of the country. 

In the absence of President Roy Welty it 
became the duty of Prof. Howard Gramlich, 
of the University of Nebraska to act as 
chairman for the impromptu session that 
was to follow the dinner. Roy Welty who 
bred, fed and showed the grand champion 
earlot of fat steers over all breeds at the 
1929 Denver National Western Fat Stock 
Show had run up home to get another lot 
of calves started on feed for 1930. He to- 
gether with Wyatt Smith who is to live on 
the mountain ranch belonging to Mr. Welty 
had driven some sixty miles up into the foot 
hills to do the chores, see that the calves 
had something a bit extra if you please, 
and they had failed to return for the ban- 


quet. 

Prof. Gramlich in a few brief words 
stressed the importance of selecting for ser- 
vice in the commercial as well as in the pure 
bred herds a better class of breeding bulls. 
Saying that many of the range men who 
have heretofore been looking after big, rug- 
ged, heavy boned bulls, that were coarse 
and showed signs of being able to travel 
well because of the extended running gear 
upon which their anything but deep bodies 
were built, were now looking for the lowset, 
more compact bull showing more refine- 
ment and quality, giving as the reason for 
the change in “bull construction” a desire 
to meet present day requirements in com- 
mercial cattle. Quick maturing cattle with 
more quality bring just a little better price 
and better profit than the rough, slow 
growing kind. 

Many other speakers offered suggestions 
in a kindly way that will with the coopera- 
tion of the breeders themselves aid mater- 
ially in bringing the Aberdeen-Angus bul- 
lock into such prominence as he deserves. 
Among these gentlemen appeared Secretary 
W. H. Tomhave of the American Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders’ Association, Chicago, IIli- 
nois. The secretary reviewed the year’s 
work just past and told of the very bright 
future which he believes is dawning for the 
followers of the Aberdeen-Angus clan. He 
said something like 1800 men had registered 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle during the past year 
whose names had heretofore not appeared 
on the records at the office. Among other 
things of importance the secretary stressed 
the importance of the breeders in the Den- 


ver vicinity supplying to the club boys and 
girls a better class of calves for their pro- 
jects. When a lad is fitted out with an in- 
ferior calf to start with he is destined to 
failure and ultimately to become discourag- 
ed, for he really is unable to extract from 
his labors and observations the good that 
be club work is endeavoring to bring to 

m. 

J. B. Hollinger, of Chapman, Kansas, who 
had bred, fed and exhibited the grand cham- 
pion steer over all breeds arose to greet 
those present with a most pleasant smile 
for his steer had sold at $1.18 cents per 
pound to Montgomery Ward & Co.— nuff 
to make anyone happy, especially out in 
that country where the sun seems to have 
a faculty of shining most all the while. He 
says he is coming back next year. Dr. Lutes 
suggested that the Colorado boys intended 
to capture the championship themselves, 
however he thought they would rather lose 
to Mr. Hollinger than to anyone else within 
their acquaintance. 


Field Representative Carl A. Oldsen, of 
the Iowa Beef Producers’ Association, and 
Uncle Joe Harrison, of Indianola, Nebraska, 
talked about club work and Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle respectively.

with the local men. Lord Ogilvy is a real 
critic and staunch friend of the stockman, 
being bold and fearless about telling the 
boys whether he likes their cattle and the 
reason is well grounded as a rule. 

This was a jolly good session. The busi- 
ness meeting followed at which officers 
were elected. As it was then past nine 
o’clock we retired without discovering what 
happened.

under natural brooding systems as we do under the artificial sys- 
tem no doubt many problems would become evident. Every year 
brings out more practices which assist materially in overcoming 
the problems in artificial brooding and no doubt in years to come 
a satisfactory solution will be obtained for many of our difficulties 
in raising chicks. 

Brooder Houses. 

There are many types of brooder houses suggested and infor- 
mation along the lines of brooder house construction from the 
Poultry Departments of the Extension Service of any of the State 
Colleges. In constructing a brooder house one should keep in mind 
that economy is an important factor. It is not necessary to con- 
struct elaborate equipment for raising chicks. One must, however, 
keep in mind that there are certain fundamental principles involv- 
ed in brooder house construction that cannot be violated without 
serious consequence to the young stock. It has never been 
our policy to dictate the type or construction of either brood- 
er houses or laying houses for the various states yet we be- 
lieve that it is not so much the type of the house as the com- 
mon sense that one applies in operating the house after it is 
constructed. One can take the best equipment and fail simp- 
ly because there is a lack of understanding concerning the 
proper methods of operation and management. We are in- 
cluding in this issue an illustration of a brooder house which 
is being recommended by the Missouri Pacific Railroad. We 
believe that this house contains good principles of construc- 
tion and is economical and easy to construct. The following 
specifications pertain to this brooder house: 

When artificial glass is used, it will be necessary to 
hinge the top row of windows as shown. Should one wish to 
hinge these windows at the top, letting them swing toward 
the outside, it would be advisable to use glass sash because 
rain, beating down on artificial glass will cause deteriora-

The ninth window goes on the west side of the 
house and is of real importance to add summer venti- 
lation and let in the afternoon sun during the early 
season. Get suggestions from the local hardware with 
reference to hinges, etc. _ ; 

To finish the house 1 inch by 4 inch material, No. 
2 grade may be used on corners, window finishing, etc. 
Some of the essentials of a brooder house should be as follows: 
1—Adequate light. 2—Readily accessible. 3—Free from drafts. 
4—Provided with skids. 5—Strong construction. 6—Cleanliness. 


Adequate Light. Arrangements should be made in the con- 
struction of the brooder house to provide for adequate light. Di- 
rect sunlight or sunlight through artificial glass is very desirable 
for young chicks. Light plays an important part in preventing the 
young chicks from crowding. If one experiences difficulty with 
chicks crowding at night arrangements can be made to place a 
small light in the house. This condition can as a general rule be 
overcome. An 8 volt electric light bulb will throw sufficient light 
for the chicks at night. If no electricity is available a gas lamp 
can be arranged satisfactorily. In the arrangement of the win- 
dows in the brooder house one should be careful to prevent cross 
drafts or cross ventilation. 

Readily Accessible. The brooder house and the equipment in 
the house should be readily acessible. So many times we find boxes 
and other materials around the house cluttering up the space mak- 
ing it difficult to take care of the chicks properly. If a brooder 
house is for raising chicks it should be kept for the purpose it is 
intended and not as a storage place for a great many unnecessary 
contraptions. The house should be arranged so that they are read- 
ily accessible in order to save time and labor. 
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Free From Drafts. One must guard against cross ventilation 
and drafts. Many times we find drafts along the floor of the 
house which may cause some difficulty with the young chicks in 
that there is a possibility of chilling the stock. 

Provided With Skids. It is a good plan to provide the brooder 
house with skids in order that it can be moved from one place to 
another on soil that is free from contamination. 

Strong Construction. The brooder house should be construct- 
ed so that it can be moved without injury to the frame. One must 
keep this in mind in constructing the building, especially where 
skids are provided. 

Cleanliness. One of the most important factors in managing 
the brooder house is cleanliness. Many diseases can be prevented 
where proper sanitary precautions are taken. It is a good plan to 
wash the floor of the brooder house with a solution of lye prior 
to the time that chicks are placed into the quarters. The floor of 
the house should be kept clean at all times during the time the 
chicks are in the house.

United Effort Endorsed. 

All heartily endorsed the proposition of a united effort 
thru organization for the campaign for the improvement of the 
conditions surrounding the beef cattle industry and pledged 
unqualified support. One of the chief objectives of the move- 
ment is to be a united effort to impress the Congress of the 
United States with necessity of protection for the beef cattle 
industry thru an upward revision of the tariff on meats, and 
a tariff on hides. It was pointed out at the meeting that Pres- 
ident-elect Herbert Hoover, in his discussions of relief for 
agriculture, suggested that boards representing the various 
branches of the industry be appointed to cooperate with the 
government, and that the organization formed as a result of 
last night’s meeting would probably be called upon to function 
in some such capacity when the new administration gets its 
plan to working. 

A resolution was adopted requesting the following men 
to serve as a committee on governmental relations on behalf 
of the beef cattle interests represented at the meeting, with 
full authority to adopt such policies and to take such action 


as seems necessary to protect the American beef market for
